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THE  DAY  OP  ADVERSITY. 

BT  REV.  N.  C.  HODODOM. 

'If  thou  faint  in  the  day  of  adversity , 'thy  strength  ia 
small.’  Prov.  xxiv:  10. 


The  passage  here  quoted,  is  one  worthy  a  few 
nioments  of  serious  attention.  It  was  written  by 
the  same  writer,  t^ho  said.  ‘  In  the  day  of  prospe¬ 
rity  be  joyful,  but  in  the  day  of  adversity  consider.’ 

It  is  a  solemn  fact,  that  we  are  not  only  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  prosperity,  but  of  adversity  also.  And  ‘  it 
is  obviously  ordered  in  Providence,  that  we  are 
placed  in  a  world  where  trials  constantly  beset  us, 
where  griefs  and  joys,  and  tears  and  smiles,  come 
mingled  together,  not  merely  to  render  us  either 
sad  or  happy,  hut  to  try  to  purify,  and  to  discipline 
the  soul.’  This  we  believe  to  be  true.  And  hence, 

‘  if  thou  faint  in  the  day  of  adversity,  thy  strength 
is  small.’  Alllictions  will  come,  and  strength  is 
then  needed.  But  why  is  it  thus  ordered  in  Provi¬ 
dence  ?  Does  that  kind  Being  who  keepeth  the 
soul,  ‘  render  to  every  man  according  to  his  works,’ 
if  he  chastises,  alllicts,  and  lays  the  Christian  low 
inspirit?  We  must  answer  yes,  if  we  under¬ 
stand  the  nature  and  object  of  these  chastisements. 

We  know  that  tiiany  persons  are  led  to  murmur 
and  repine  at  the  dealings  of  Providence.  They 
feint  in  the  hour  of  trial — in  the  day  of  adversity. 
But  it  is  the  want  of  spiritual  strength  that  causes 
this  faintness.  How,  then,  can  we  gain  strength 
for  the  day  of  adversity  ?  It  is  by  an  acquaintance 
with  Cotl,  and  a  right  understanding  of  his  govern¬ 
ment.  Solomon  says  *  A  wise  man  is  strung  ; 
yea  a  man  of  knowledge  increaseth  strength.’ — 
Why  do  we  rejoice  in  prosperity?  because  we 
feel  that  Gtsl  is  blessing  us — that  be  is  doing  us 
good— that  he  loves  us.  Why  then  do  we  faint  in 
adversity  ?  Because  we  have  not  wisdom  enough 
to  realize  that  God  is  still  the  same.  We  faint  lor 
lack  of  knowledge,  and  ‘  fools  die  for  want  of  wis¬ 
dom.’  Could  we  feel  that  the  day  of  adversity  is 
for  our  spiritual  good,  we  should  not  faint.  \Ve 
should  be  reconciled  to  the  ways  of  God,  and  re¬ 
renew  our  strength  day  by  day.  And  we  should 
then  be  enabled  to  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles, 
to  run  and  not  be  weary,  and  to  walk  and  not  faint. 

Now  what  do  the  sacred  writers  say  on  this  |X)int  ? 
To  them  let  us  appeal.  And  we  shall  here  learn, 
that  the  day  of  adversity  is  for  our  good,  that  we 
may  consider  in  whose  hands  we  are.  That  we 
live,  and  move,  and  have  out  being,  in  a  God  of 
love  and  truth,  is  quite  evident  to  the  intelligent 
Christian. 

The  Saviour  soys,  ‘  As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke 
and  chasten.’  Rev.  iii :  19.  St.  Paul  to  his  He¬ 
brew  brethren  has  the  following  remarks,  and  there 
are  many  texts  of  a  similar  character  in  the  Bible. 
•My  son,  desfiise  not  thou  the  chastening  of  the 
Lord,  nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked  of  him. — 
For  whom  the  Lord  loveth,  he  chasteneth,  and 
scourgeth  every  son  wliom  he  receiveth.  If  ye 
endure  chastening,  God  dcaleth  with  you  as  with 
sons  :  for  what  sou  is  he  whom  the  father  chasten- 
eih  not?  He  then^oes  on  to  show  that  we  are  all 
pariakersof  thastisemenl.  And  that  we  have  had 
fetbers  of  our  flesh,  who  corrected  us,  and  we  lion- 
or  them  for  so  doing*  ‘Shall  we  not  much  rather 
be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits  and  live.’ 
He  then  states  that  our  fathers  of  the  flesh  coirect- 
cd  us  •  after  their  own  pleasure,’  but  God  does  it 
for  our  profit — our  benefit— our  good — that  *w'e 
might  be  partakersof  his  holiness.’  Here, then,  we 
have  one  of  its  objects.  ‘  Now  no  chastening  for 
Uifi  preaeoi  aeemeib  to  be  joyoti*,  but  grievous;. 
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nevertheless,  afterward  it  yieldeth  the  peaceable  1 
fruits  of  righteousness  unto  them  which  are  ezer-  | 
cised  thereby.’  Heb.  xii:  5-11. 

There  are  many  good  people  in  the  world  who  ' 
seem  to  think  that  afflciious  are  designed,  mainly  ' 
as  punishment,  that  adversity  is  punishment;  and  ^ 
they  wonder  why  they  are  thus  punished,  while 
the  wicked  seem  to  go  unpunished,  or  escape  all  i 
affliction.  Here  is  where  lies  the  mistake. —  : 
They  reason  incorrectly,  when  they  suppose  thati 
all  the  afflictions  of  life  are  punishments  for  sins. , 
It  is  not  so.  But  they  are  designed  to  try  us.  Our : 
Lnid  tries  Peter.  He  denies  his  Lord  and  Master,  j: 
The  Lord  wishes  to  try  our  faith,  and  he  afflicts  us, 
with  few  or  many  stripes.  He  does  it  to  try  our  | 
strength.  If  we  faint,  we  may  then  know  that  our  ji 
strength  is  small.  We  need  spiritual  strength,  and 
if  we  have  wisdom,  we  shall  have  faith  to  believe  i 
that  God  is  just — and  although  he  afflicts  it  is  forj' 
our  good — that  we  may  lean  upon  bis  atm  for  sup-  j| 
port.  Why  do  we  need  the  day  of  adversity  ?  It  ii 
is  that  we  may  considet  on  our  ways.  It  is  because  |j 
we  live  in  a  world  of  temptation.  We  are  niade;. 
subject  to  vanity,  and  if  we  have  strength  to  en-{ 
dure,  we  shall  have  a  hope  which  assures  us  of  a 
happy  deliverance  from  that  state  of  sin  and  cor- j 
ruption,  into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  sons  of;| 
God,  where  sin  shall  have  an  end,  and  death  no 
more  hold  us  in  bondage.  The  Christian  who  has 
right  views  of  God  and  his  government,  has  thatll 
strength  which  will  enable  him  to  bear  up  under,' 
the  severest  trials.  He  is  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  :! 
feels  to  rojoice  with  ‘joy  that  is  inexpressible.'  I 
We  all  have  heard  people  complain  of  life's  af- 1; 
flictions.  Is  it  strange  ?  It  is  not  when  we  realise  | 
that  they  are  quite  ignorant  of  God’s  law  and  go- 1! 
vernment.  I 

We  should  seek  to  learn  God’s  wayk,  before  we 
call  in  question  his  love  and  goodness.  We  should  ,, 
bear  in  mind  the  words  of  the  poet,  when  we  arel| 
pressed  down  with  affliction,  or  in  the  day  of  adver-  {| 
sity.  I 

‘  When  darkness  and  when  sorrows  rose, 

And  pressed  on  every  side,  i 

The  Lord  hath  still  sustained  our  steps. 

And  still  hath  been  our  guide. 

‘  Perhaps  before  the  morning  dawn, 

He  will  restore  our  peace ; 

For  he  who  bade  the  the  tempest  roar  I 

Can  bid  the  tempest  cease.  r 

'  Here  will  we  rest,  here  build  our  hopes,  | 

Nor  murmur  at  his  rod  ;  ! 

He’s  more  to  us  than  all  the  world,  I 

Our  Health,  our  Life,  our  God.’  I 

From  the  fact,  that  many  suppose  that  afflictions' 
— that  adversity,  and  all  life’s  trials,  are  designed  j 
as  punishment  for  sin ;  they  draw  the  conclusion  i 
that  they  have  more  than  their  part,  ®r  share  of  ,| 
punishment.  But  here  is  one  great  erroi  into  which  | 
they  have  fallen.  -  j. 

The  sinner  has  his  punishment  for  sin — and  none  | 
but  sinners  receive  punishment.  But  why  does 
man  sin  ?  It  is  because  he  yields  to  temptation.  ' 
He  is  drawn  away  from  duly  by  his  own  lusts,  and 
enticed.  When  sin  is  finished,  it  bringeih  forth 
death.  The  Christian  is  tempted — he  is  tried— 
and  if  he  has  strength  enough  to  withstand,  to  en- ' 
counter,  and  meet  the  enemy  face  to  face,  he  will 
not  give  way,  and  sin.  But  if  he  does  not  possess 
moral  strength  enough  to  overcome,  then  he  willj 
fall,  and  lose  the  crow  n  of  life.  i 

And  there  are  many,  (we  are  sorry  to  record  it,) 
w)io  have  no  right  ideas  of  this  matter.  They 
arc  that  class  wto  have  koowo  God’s  love-^nd 


the  power  of  the  Gospel.  But  like  those  spoken 
of  in  Job  xxxvi ;  21,  ‘  Take  heed,  regard  not  ini¬ 
quity  :  far  this  hast  thou  chosen  rather  than  affi,tc~ 
lion.'  We  have  known  even  professors  of  religion, 
who  would  flee  to  the  wine  cup— and  for  what? 
To  drown  tiouble — yes,  to  drown  out  adversity- 
thinking  that  one  evil  might  oSseL  against  another. 
Let  us  ponder  well,  when  we  are  afflicted,  before 
we  plunge  into  the  vortex  of  iniquity. 

Christians — we  stand  in  need  of  more  wisdom— 
that  we  may  have  more  strength  for  the  day  of  trial. 
Our  strength  is  small,  if  we  faint  in  the  day  of  ad¬ 
versity.  Let  us  all  say  in  truth,  ‘  In  the  Lord  have 
1  righteousness  and  strength,’  for  he  is  clothed  with 
strength  and  glory. 

Let  us  never  forget  the  words  of  Solomon.  *  A 
friend  loveth  at  all  limes,  and  a  brother  is  bora  for 
adversity.  And  there  is  a  friend  that  sticketh 
closer  than  a  brother.’ 

We  have  a  Friend  in  heaven  who  has  died  for 
us — while  on  earth  be  was  the  friend  of  sinners.- 
Let  us  love  our  brother  man.  and  strive  to  make 
him  happy  in  his  adversity.  If  we  are  unrecon¬ 
ciled  to  God,  let  us  remember  that  Jesus  shed  his 
blond  for  us,  that  we  might  be  ‘  reconciled  in  him 
to  God  :’ 

‘  This  is  boundless  love  indeed,. 

Jesus  is  a  Friend  in  need.’ 

He  is  all  this.  Let  us  love  God.  .\s  God  has 
promised  togive  strength  to  the  faint,  it  is  our  duty 
to  go  to  him  in  a  proper  way  and  manner,  and  ask 
for  wisdom — for  spiritual  strength,  that  we  may  bo 
ready,  willing,  and  able  to  do  our  duty,  and  to  walk 
in  the  straight  and  narrow  path. 

‘  Sin  is  the  transgresssion  of  the  law,’  and  the 
law  is  violated  because  we  have  not  strength  suffl- 
cient  to  withstand  temptation.  We  need  wisdom 
to  show  us  the  consequences  of  evil  doing.  Who 
that  is  wise,  can  rush  headlong  into  vice?  No  one. 
It  is  the  simple  who  pass  on  and  are  punished. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  afflctioii— or  what  are 
looked  upon  assuch.  Ist.  Tliose  which  are  brought 
upon  us  by  our  own  conduct.  2d.  Those  which 
are  unavoidable  so  far  as  we  are  concerned.  The 
fiist  may  be  designed  as  punishment.  The  second, 
to  try  us.  Good  men  and  Chiistians  will  do  right. 
Bad  men  and  hypocrites  will  do  evil,  wrong.— 
They  shall  have  their  reward.  Though  hand  join 
ia  hand,  the  w  icked  shall  not  go  unpunished.’  Let 
that  man  who  dt>e8  the  will  of  God,  never  murmur 
if  the  day  of  adversity  comes  upon  him.  Let  him 
not  faint,  but  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God,  and 
he  will  receive  the  crown  of  life,  and  reap  the  le- 
waid  of  his  doings.  Study  the  law  of  God,  and 
implore  for  assistance,  and  he  who  giveih  to  alL 
men  liberally  and  upbraideth  not,  will  impart  all 
the  strength  and  wisdom  which  is  necessary. 

*  O  my  distrastfal  heart. 

How  small  thy  faith  appears. 

But  greater.  Lord,  thou  art 
Than  all  my  doubts  and  fears: 

Did  Jesus  once  upon  me  shine. 

Then  Jesus  is  for  ever  mine.’ 

Remember,  that  if  thou  feint  in  the  day  of  ad¬ 
versity,  thy  strength  is  small,  and  thy  faith  is  weak, 
and  thou  hast  not  that  wisdom,  which  is  from  above. 
Ponder  well  your  ways.  Reflect  on  your  course, 
and  let  the  Saviour  he  your  pattern— your  guide— 
and  your  examplar.  Jesus  lives  and  reigns. 

With  the  above  remarks  which  have  been  penned 
amid  the  dark  cloud  of  adversity,  we  leave  the  sub¬ 
ject  for  the  present,  hoping  that  the  text  will  be 
duly  aoasidered,  and  the  subject  reflected  upon  io. 
a.  serious  mancer.

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ROBBING  GOD. 

‘  Will  a  man  rob  God  V  Malachi  Hi  r"?. 

The  [)rr)|iliel  presents  a  comprehensive surwmffry 
of  the  rebellious  and  idolatrous  nbonnnatioiis  of  the 
sons  of  Levi,  or  the  Israelites,  in  itehalf  of  whom 
Ciotl  has  given  has  given  such  signal  manifestations 
of  mercy  and  forbearance.  When  Israel  had  de¬ 
stroyed  themselves  by  departing  from  the  right 
ways  of  the  Lord,  they  found  in  Him  a  ‘piesent 
help  in  every  time  of  need  inall  theirsojournings 
through  the  wilderness — in  all  llie  scenes,  both 
prosperous  nnrl  adverse,  through  which  they  b;id 
])ass(id,  the  Father  of  tnercies  changed  not  in  his 
kindness  towards  them.  Yet  notwiilistandiiig  the 
abounding  mciciesarid  preserving  care  td’  ilir-ir  God 
and  ()ur<Jod,  of  their  Father  nod  our  Father,  they 
robbed  God  •  in  tithes  and  oH’crings’ — in  tiot  con¬ 
forming  to  the  retjuisitions  v\  hich  Divine  Wisdom 
had  seen  fit  to  impose.  Who  can  attentively  and 
reflectingly  trace  all  the  career  of  tln;se  very  sons 
of  Levi,  as  also  the  signal  punishment  which  even¬ 
tually  was  meted  out  to  their  exceeding  wicked¬ 
ness, — and  not  recognise  in  the  prophetic  descrip¬ 
tion  of  .Malachi  a  pointed  regard  to  the  astounding 
deinoliiioii  of  the  Jewish  i>olity, — the  desiruclioii  of 
the  temple  and  city  of  the  Jews?  That  naiion 
robbed  God  by  persisting  in  a  career  of  abominable 
wickedness,  of  hypocrisy,  of  paitialism;  by  treat¬ 
ing  with  disdain  those  whom  they  those  lo  style 
*  publicans  and  sinners  by  continued  unrighteous 
|)ersecution  of  out  blessed  Redeemer  and  bis  disci¬ 
ples,  and  by  opposing  to  the  extent  of  theit  power, 
God's  sublime  dociiinc  of  im|)artial,  universal  be¬ 
nevolence  ;  and  they  enacted  the  acme  of  their 
sacriligious  and  awtully  abominable  conduct,  by  i 
crucifying  the  Lord  of  glory.  I 

But  the  unbelieving  and  disobedient  Jews  are  not 
the  only  ones  who  may,  with  justice  be  said  to  ‘rubj 
God  all  those  are  guilty  of  this  robbery,  who  give ' 
not  their  hearts  to  God  in  hearty  faith  and  consis¬ 
tent  obedience;  or  who,  by  detracting  from  the 
glory  of  G<jd,  would  magnify  their  own  goodness 
and  disinterestedness.  I.  The  best  evidence  we  can  ' 
give  of  our  cordial  devotion  to  the  Divine  Name,  is 
the  discharge,  faithfully,  of  our  relative  duties;  for, 
he  who  acts  truth,  justice,  kindness  and  compassion 
toward  his  fellow  man,  presents  to  God  an  oblation  ! 
more  acceptable  far  than  ‘all  whole-burnt  oiler- 1 
ings  and  saciifices’ !  He  who  discharges  not  with 
lidelity,  the  lelative  duties,  can  not  w  ith  any  truth  j 
be  said  to  have  given  up  his  heart  to  God, — and  not 
to  devote  the  heart  and  life  to  the  service  of  him 
who  is  Ijove,  is  at  once  robbery  of  God  !  | 

II.  According  to  those  who  virtually  ‘deny  the  I 
Lord  that  bought  them,’ our  heavenly  Father  will! 
endlessly  torment  the  creatures  of  his  own  hand, — 
the  children  of  his  care!  Partialists  would  save, 
from  inteiminable  torture  those  who  are  beyond  the 
reach  of  Divine  compassion,  but  he,  whose  essence  ^ 
is  Love,  will  not  save!  All  such  rob  God.  When  ‘ 
‘  professors’  represent  theirown  eagerness  and  burn-  j 
ing  zeal  to  save  mankind  from  endless  wo,  while  ; 
at  the  sameiime  they  declaim  so  self-complaceiuly  i 
concerning  the  awful  sentence  (which  according  toj 
their  vain  imaginaiious)  the  just  Judge  of  all  the| 
earth  will  pronounce  against  many  of  those  whom  I 
they  are  so  anxious  to  save,— they  are,  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  Divine  Goo<lness,  boasting  of  their  own! 
‘compassion,’  and  thus  act  as  though  they  would  | 
steal  the  ali'eciions  of  God’s  own  children,  and  place 
them  upon  such  Pharisees  as  themselves!  We 
are  informed  in  2  Samuel  xv  :  that  Absalom  ‘  stole ' 
the  hearts  of  the  men  of  Israel’  from  his  father'

people.  The  partialistspirit  we  areconiem|>laiing.  | 
lias  its  counterpart  in  the  false  and  self-corn [ilacent ' 
representations  which  this  unprincipled  young  man 
would  make  of  his  readiness  to  render  justice  and 
judgment  to  the  people,  beyond  what  bis  father 
would  do!  All  are  ready  to  condemn  at  once  the 
unfilial  conductof  Absalom  ;  and  yet,  how  can  any 
consistently  condemn  even  it,  without  condemn¬ 
ing  the  INFINITKLT  MORE  ABOMINABLE  COnduCt  of 
those  who  would  lepresent  their  own  willingness  to 
gave  the  world,  while  they  maintain  that  the  Om- 


nipoteni'God  who  is  Love,  will  not,  or  can  not  eflect  | 
fliai  blessed  result !  These souls  would 
save  ‘  poor  sinners'  from  the  hands  ol' Divine  Love, j 
and  bestow  upon  them  such  compassion  as  tbeir 
‘  f(M)lisb  creeds  leach,  the  God  of  infinite  compas-  j 
sion  will  not  bestow’ !

CONFERNNCE  MEETINGS. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  have  seen  of  late 
an  increased  interest  manifesiei!  in  regard  to  Con- 
feieiicc  meetings.  .\n.l  ilie  object  of  these  remarks 
is  not  to  lessen  but  to  increase  if  possilde  the  inter¬ 
est  already  manifesied  in  regard  loiliem  :  for  1  am  | 
(ifibe  opinion  that  their  importance  is  not  yet  fully 
realized  aixl  their  benefits  fully  a|ipreciuicd  among 
us.  Permit  me  to  say,  that,  if  the  im|)u;lancc  uf 
the  Conference  meeting  and  the  benetiis  lo  be  de- ' 
rived  ihereftom  could  be  fully  esiimaled,  there  ^ 
wduld  not  be  fonml  one  society  m  oiir  denominulion 
tlifii  woulil  try  to  live  any  longer  without  litem.  ' 

The  importance  of  the  Coiirereiice  meeting  is, 
demonsiraieil  by  observation  and  experience. — ' 
Wbal  society  is  it  that  is  the  must  prosperous?  Is 
it  not  the  one  that  is  the  ofienest  seen  to  meet  to- 1 
geilier  for  [traycr  and  praise — the  one  that  atlemlsj 
to  the  ordinances  of  God’s  house — in  sbori,  the  one  ] 
that  realizes  the  im|)orlance  of  the  cotifertnce  and 
the  prayer  meeting  ?  But  the  imjioriance  o(  the 
conference  meeting  would  be  seen  from  the  fact' 
that  the  diflerent  Christian  sects  and  the  world  at  | 
large  would  know  teltom  we  recognised  and  fellow- 1 
shiped  as  Uni versalisis.  There  are  many  whom 
our  opposers  think  we  recognise  and  fellowship  as 
such,  ft<r  whom  we  have  no  fellowship  whatever:! 
for  they  would  he  a  disgrace,  lo  any  profession  and  | 
almost  any  cause.  But  if  the  conference  meeting 
was  instituted,  you  would  not  find  them  there  ;  and 
they  would  array  themselves  under  their  proper 
colors  and  be  seen  in  their  true  light.  And  it  would 
be  appnient  lo  all  that  ibey  are  not  of  us.  But  so 
long  ns  they  have  no  means  by  which  lodistinguish 
between  those  that  serve  God  and  those  that  serve 
him  not,  they  conclude  that  all  that  assume  the! 
name  are  real  Universalists,  and  hence  iiiany  are. 
prejudiced  against  us,  that  might  otherwise  be 
brought  to  believe  the  truth.  i 

But  another  reason  w’hy  conference  meetings  ate 
important,  is  because  the  neglect  of  them  causes  | 
our  opposers  to  think  we  have  no  relish  for  spiritual  i 
things,  but  that  we  believe  that  if  we  act  on  the ; 
principles  of  honesty  and  fair  dealing  we  do  our^ 
whole  limy  and  perform  all  of  God’s  ref|uiiements. ' 
But  1  chariiablys  hope  for  the  sake  of  truth  and  the  ' 
cause  of  Chiisi,  there  are  few  such  among  us.  But  | 
if  any  such  there  ore,  1  would  say  in  the  language  i 
of  inspiration,  ‘Awake,  thou  that  sleepesi,  and  arise  | 
from  the  dead  and  Christ  shall  give  thee  light.’ — . 
And  they  of  the  contrary  part  conclude  that,  if  such  j 
ate  the  views  of  Universalists— if  they  have  got  to 
give  up  the  conference  and  the  prayer  meeting,  ' 
with  all  of  its  joys,  its  blessings  and  its  hajtpiness, 
and  do  only  what  an  Atheist  might  perform,  they 
had  better  slay  where  they  are  !  and  perhaps  they 
will  exclaim,  ‘  my  soul  come  not  thou  iuio  their  | 
secret,  and  unto  their  assembly,  mine  honor,  be  not 
thou  united.’  Thus  hundreds  ojipuse,  not  on  ac¬ 
count  of  our  doctrines,  but  our  ^rrac/rce.  But  if  we 
institute  and  keep  up  the  conference  and  the  prayer 
meeting  among  us,  and  lake  our  stand  with  other, 
religious  sects  in  this  respect,  and  show  lo  the  world  , 
that  Universalists  can  praise,  and  pray,  with  a  bel¬ 
ter  relisli  and  more  consistency  than  other  denomi¬ 
nations,  hundreds  and  thousands  that  now  stand  | 
aloof  from  us,  would  come  into  our  ranks,  and  thus 
the  truth  would  run  and  be  glorified. 

But  not  only  as  it  regards  o/Aers,  is  the  conference

Have  we  not,  my  brethren,  in  discarding 
some  of  the  doctrines  of  orthodoxy,  forgotten  some 
of  practices  which  arc  highly  useful  anil  neces¬ 
sary,  and  calculated,  when  directed  by  enlightened 
charily,  to  make  us  happier  and  better?  Have  we

Pardon  my  frankness  and  my  plain  dealing  with 
yon,  my  brethren,  on  this  subject ;  it  is  because  I 
love  the  cause  I  have  espoused,  and  long  for  its 
prosperity,  that  I  raise  my  voice  on  this  subject.  I 
am  led  to  believe,  by  my  ohseivaiion  in  regard  to 
this  matter,  that  we  have  wuinlcred  from  duly  in 
this  respect;  while  we  ha\e  endeavored  to  avoid 
the  errors  aiul  extremes  of  our  orthodox  brethren, 
we  have  unconsciously  run  into  the  opposite  ex¬ 
treme;  and  .should  we  retrace  our  steps  in  this  par¬ 
ticular,  a  diU'ereni  aspect  of  things  would  soon  be 
presented.  Yes,  my  brethren,  let  the  conference 
meeting  be  instituted  in  every  society  in  aur  denomi¬ 
nation,  and  at  every  meeting  of  our  Associations  ; 
and  the  result  would  be  glorious  to  behold  ;  and  it 
would  fill  our  hearts  with  consolation  and  joy. 
We  woulil  be  more  zealous,  more  elevated  and 
more  spiritual.  Opposition  to  us,  in  a  great  mea¬ 
sure,  woulil  cease— prejudice  would  be  removed— 
and  the  glorious  Gospel, of  the  Son  of  God  would 
take  the  wings  of  the  morning  and  fly  to  the  utter¬ 
most  parts  of  the  earth — superstition  would  die 
away — doctrines  that  dishonor  God  and  degrade 
man  woulil  be  swept  from  the  earth — and  the  wil¬ 
derness  would,  ere  lung,  bud  and  blossom  as  the 
rose.

A  LIMITARIAN’S  DESCRIPTION  OF  A  UNIVER- 


The  following  wonderful  article  is  from  the  ‘  Christian 
Advocate  and  Journal,’  a  Methodist  paper  published  in  i 
New  York  city,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  the  ‘  New 
York  Christian  Messenger.’  A  good,  honest,  Christian 
Methodist  is  that  Mr.  Lesley,  the  writer  of  the  article,  to 
give  to  the  Methodist  public  so  ingenuous  a  description 
of  our  Universalist  brother  in  the  mountains.  Here  it  is 
—read  it  with  care,  and  note  its  most  striking  features. 

‘  A  DAY  IN  THE  MOUNTAINS. 

‘  The  other  day  I  left  Tombs  on  Pine  Creek,  with  Br. 
Johnson  in  the  waggon,  and  separating  at  the  first  house 
in  the  Tombs-Run  settlement,  he  took  the  waggon  over 
to,  and  down  Lary’s  Creek,  and  I  the  knapsack  to  the 
farm  houses  among  the  hills  and  down  Canoe  creek,  and 
we  met  again  at  six  o’clock  of  the  second  day.  After 
visiting  a  half  dozen  houses  within  a  circle  of  two  miles, 
I  set  off  after  dinner  to  visit  a  family  living  alone  in  the 
woods  to  the  north.  I  followed  the  stoniest  sort  of  a 
road  up  the  draft  in  the  mountains ;  ascended  about  eight 
hundred  feet  in  about  two  miles  and  a  half,  and  heard 
voices  in  the  wood  to  the  right.  These  proved  to  be  the 
father,  mother  and  daughter,  picking  huckleberries  that 
fairly  covered  the  ground.  ‘  Well,  stranger’,  said  the 
man,  as  I  approached,  ‘  I  reckon  your  lost,  ain’t  you  ?’ 

‘  No,’  said  I,  *  I  reckon  you’re  the  man.  I’ve  come  to  find.’ 

*  I  reckon  not,’  said  he.  I  commenced  picking  berries 
and  putting  them  into  the  cup  he  had  halt  full  in  his  hand 
— told  him  who  I  was,  and  what  I  was  abcurt ;  told  him 
I  had  heard  he  was  a  believer  in  un-versal  salvation,  and 
would  be  glad  to  talk  about  it ;  and  so  we  did.  And  we 
talked  nearly  four  hours  straight  ahead,  a  solemn, earnest 
discussion,  Bible  in  hand,  and  respect  and  love  on  both 
sides.  We  picked,  and  talked,  and  walked  towards  his 
cabin,  into  which  he  invited  me.  It  was  a  shantee  built 
of  sapling  poles,  and  wall  and  roof,  and  all  of  shingles. 
Here  they  had  lived  the  winter  through  on  the  mountain 
top,  two  miles  from  the  nearest  house—  the  hard  trodden 
earth  for  a  floor,  and  the  thickness  of  a  sliingle  between 
them  and  the  north  wind.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  UNIVERSALIS!  CONVENTION 
TO  GENERAL  WASHINGTON. 

To  the  President  of  the  United  States: — TTie  Ad¬ 
dress  of  (he  Convention  of  the  Universal  Church, 
assembled  in  Philadelphia,  1790; 

Sir: — Permit  us  in  the  name  of  the  Society 
whom  we  represent,  to  concur  in  the  numerous 
congratulations  which  have  been  offered  to  you 
since  your  accession  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
Slates. 

For  an  account  of  our  principles,  we  beg  leave 
to  refer  vou  fo  the  pamphlet,  which  we  have  now 
the  honor  to  put  into  your  hands.  In  this  publica¬ 
tion  it  will  appear  that  the  peculiar  doctrine  which 
we  bold,  is  not  less  friendly  to  the  order  and  hap¬ 
piness  of  society,  than  it  is  essential  to  the  perfect¬ 
ions  of  the  Deity. 

It  is  a  singular  circumstance  in  the  history  cf 
this  doctrine,  that  it  has  been  preached  and  defen¬ 
ded  in  every  age,  since  the  promulgation  of  the 
Gospel ;  but  we  represent  the  first  Society  profess¬ 
ing  this  doctrine,  that  have  formed  themselves  into  an 
independent  Church.  j 

Posterity  will  hardly  fail  of  connecting  this 
rnemorahle  event  with  the  auspicious  ytars  of 
peace,  liberty,  and  industry,  in  the  United  Stales,  | 
which  distinguished  the  administration  of  Gen.j 
Washington.

Gentlemen  : — I  thank  you  cordially  for  the 
congratulations  which  you  offei,  on  my  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  oliice  I  have  the  honor  to  hold  in  the 
Government  of  the  United  Slates. 

It  gives  me  the  most  sensible  pleasure  to  find 
that  in  our  Nation,  however  different  are  the  sen¬ 
timents  of  the  citizens  on  religious  docilities,  they 
generally  concur  in  one  thing:  for  their  political 
professions  and  practices  are  almost  universally 
friendly  to  the  order  and  happiness  of  our  civil  in¬ 
stitutions. 

I  am  also  happy  in  finding  this  disposition  par¬ 
ticularly  evinced  by  your  Society.

and  I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  that  in  mentioning 
my  obligations,  foi  the  etfusions  of  your  benevolent 
wishes  on  my  behalf,  I  feel  animated  with  new 
zeal,  that  my  conduct  may  ever  be  worhy  of  your 
favorable  opinion,  as  well  as  such  as  shall,  in  every 
respect,  best  comjiort  with  the  character  of  an  in- 
tellegent  aud  accountable  being.
